MADE A PLEA OF INSANITY 


But Was Convicted and Sentenced to 
Deatlt. 


PARDONING BOARD WAS APPEALED 10 


This Stayed Execution, but on the 
Board’s Refusing To Interfere 
the Man Was Resentenced. 


Hartwell, Ga., December 16.—(Special.) 
Wesley Tiller, colored, who was tried at 
a special term of Hart superior court and 
convicted of murdering his wife last May, 
and sentenced to be hung, was executed 
today at 2 o’clock by Sheriff Johnson. 
Tiller shot and killed his wife at the 
home of the mother, apparently without 
the least provocation, during last March 
term of Hart superior court. Being una- 
ble to employ counsel, Judge Seaborn 
Reese appointed Messrs. I. C. Vanduzer, 
George Magill and Thomas Brown to rep- 
resent him. A plea of insanity was filed 
and the trial resulted in a verdict of 
guilty. A motion for a new trial was 
made, which was amended by the court, 
and the case was appealed to the supreme 
court. The judgment of the court below 
was affirmed last October and Tiller was 
resentenced by Judge Reese to hang on 
the 8th instant. 

A number of the leading citizens of the 
town and county, believing that the sen- 
tence should be commuted to life impris- 
onment, owing to the doubt that existed 
as to Tiller’s sanity, a petition was filed 
with the pardoning board, signed by a 
large number of representative citizens. 
including nine jurors that tried the case, 
asking that Tiller’s sentence be commut- 
ed to life imprisonment. A hearing.was 
had before the board on the l4th inStant 
and the board refused to recommend an 
interference with the sentence of the 
court. 

A large crowd was in town to witness 
the hanging, but it was done privately, 
as the law requires. There was no ex- 
citement.

A Rich Feast for Capital. 

The Manufacturers’ Record, of Balti- 
more, presents a supplement with its 
current issue which is of immense in- 
terest. This supplement is in the shape 
of a large magazine of seventy-six 
pages and is devoted to a summary and 
a review of the wonderful industrial 
progress that has taken place in the 
south during the past twenty years, or 
from 15880. 

In this progress agriculture has had 
its approprite place. It seems that the 


low price of cotton has been the means 4 


of stimulating the output of other 
products of the farm. In.ten years the 
production of wheat in the south he 
increased 54 per cent. In 1890 the num- 
ber of hogs produced in the 
amounted to only 28 per cent of 
number produced in the United Ntates. 
In 1898 the number of hogs produced 
in the south amounted to 47 per cenr 
of the total product of the whole coun- 
try. 

Seventy-two varieties of field crops 
are now grown in the south, and 
there are now sixty-five varieties of 
vegetables, fruits and melons 
grown for shipment to the north, iive 
years ago the cotton mills of the south 
consumed only 720 bales of cotton. 
They are now consuming nearly 1 500,- 
000 bales. In 1880 the south had 180 
eotton mills, 667,854 spindles 
14,300 looms. Tcday it has 500 cotton 
mflils, 4,952,092 spindles and 104,446 
looms. The number of milis increased 
206 per cent, while the number of spin- 
dies has increased 641 per cent and the 
number of looms 630 per cent. This 
is due to the increased capacity and 
better equipment of the more modern 
mills. 

The finest blankets made in the 

United States are now manutacturea 
in North Carolina, and there afe 1')1 
woolen mills in operation. The fines. 
wool can be grown in the south almost 
as cheaply as cotton, and it has been 
demonstrated that the profits of woolen 
mills in the south are as large or 
larger than those of the cotton mills. 
It will thus be seen that the dog tax 
law passed by the Georgia legislature 
is a very timely measure, provided the 
grand juries of the various counties 
will put it in operation and see that 
it is properly enforced. ‘The 
then will be able to engage 
growing with some degree of assur- 
ance. 
' With respect to coal production the 
progress has kept pace with all the 
remarkable developments that have 
taken place since 1880. In that year 
the south mined only 14 per cent of 
the total product of bituminous coal; 
in 1898 the south mined 24 per cent 
of the total product. But this compar- 
ison does not show the real progress 
made by this section. In 1880 the south 
mined about 6,000,000 tons of  bitu- 
minous coal; in 1898 39,000,000- tons 
were taken from southern mines. 
workable coal fields of the south cove; 

At the 
present time hardiy 1,900 square 
miles have been developed. 

With respect to iron, which is 
to be the measure, as well as the basis 
of civilization, the progress of the 
south has been quite as wonderful. The 
most important product of iron is basic 
steel. It outranks Bessemer, and is 
more desirable for the main 
which steel is put.

Hewitt, of New York, has predicted 
that the main supply of basic steel will, 
in the next quarter of a century. be 
derived from the southern states. He 
Says that ‘nowhere else in the world 
can the production of basic steel be 

established on a large scale so econom- 
ically as in the south.”

During 
four long years had she despairingly lan- 
guished in that accursed bondage, but now 
her pri8on doors were opened, and she 
defiantly emerged as a sOvereign and inde- 
pendent democratic commonwealth. Coin- 
cidently with the realization of this cher- 
ished result, ex-Governor Charles J. Jenk- 
ins, after a protracted exile, resumed 
his Georgia residence, One of his earliest 
acts consequent upon his return had refer- 
ence to the restoration of the Great Seal 
of State, which he had zealously guarded 
ever since his official removal in January, 
1868, In recommitting it to the custody of 
the newly instalied chief magistrate, he 
accompanied the patriotic transfer with 
such a letter as for exquisite diction, 
lofty sentiment and noble dignity stands 
unsurpassed among the archives of the 
state department. This peerless document 
thus characteristically concituaes: “The 
removal of the books and papers was sim- 
piy a c#@ilionary measure for my own pro- 
tection. Not so with the seal, That was a 


symbol of the executive authority, and, | 


although devoid of intrinsic, material 
value, was hallowed by a sentiment which 
forbade its surrender to unauthorized 
hands, Afterwards, while I was in Wash- 
ington, vainly seeking the interposition 
of the supreme court, a formal, written 
demand wag made upon me by General 
Ruger for a return of these articles, with 
which I/declined to comply. The books 
and papers 1 herewith transmit to your 
excel.ency, that they may resume their 
places among the archives of the state. 
With them I also deliver to you the seal 
of the executive department, I derive high 
satisfaction from the reflection that it 
has never been sesecrated by the grasp 
of a military usurper’s thhand, never been 
prostituted to authenticate the official 
misdeeds of an upstart pretender, Unpol- 
luted as it came to mé, I gladly place it 
in the hands of a worthy son of Georgia— 
her freely chosen executive—my first je- 
gitimate successor.”’

Birmingham, Ala., December 16.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—The details of a shocking murder, 
Which occurred at Green Pond, a small 
station on the Alabama Great Southern 
railroad, thirty miles south of here, reach- 
ed Birmingham this afternoon.

The holy year begins with the first ves- 
pers of the feast of Christmas, which is 
fixed at the meridian of the day preced- 
ing Christmas, or what we commonly call 
“Christmas Eve,” and every Jesuit 
church in the world at that hour has its 
holy door sealed. The workmen are pres- 
ent and are prepared to receive the car- 
dinals, prelates and priests, who ap- 
proach, waiting the three strokes of the 
silver mace, in order that the procession 
may pass through. His holiness ap- 
proaches the door, seizes a silver mace, 
ratses it over his head, strikes the door 
three times and immediately from the 
other side it is demolished. 

It is not taken from its hinges; the lock 
is not broken; the door is broken down; 
there is an aperture made and if this 
aperture is large enough to permit h® 
holiness to pass through, he turns and 
salutesB his consorts, who fall upon their 
knees: then he leads the way through 
the embrasure into the cathedral’s in- 
terior. 

Immediately after the procession has 
gone beyond the door, or rather passed 
through the aperture which has been made 
“by violence,’ the pope returns and with 
a silver trowel, some lime upon 
the floor and then, selecting three stones 
which has been placed ready at his hand, 
puts them in position; blesses the door, 
the trowel, the lime and the stones, re- 
assumes the head of the procession and 
on.

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A USEFUL LITTLE 
CHRISTMAS PRESENT. 


It is surprising that such a useful ar- 
ticle as the spool and thread holder, here 
described, has not alréady become a 
household possession. The idea is simply 
to have the six grades of cotton thread, 
used so much by the women folks, al- 
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wavs handy by arrane!ing them ina 


closed box so that only the ends of the 
thread protrude from little holes (muark- 
ed b) ready to be druwn for use, as from 
a twine holder. 

If a small wooden box cannot be found 
of the proper size, cOnstruct one, of ratn- 
er thin wood, 5 inches long, 4 wide, and 
1% inches ceep. Attacn the cover on 
with any kind of smati hinges and hive 
a small hook (c) by which to keep the 
box closed after the spools are in place. 

From any cmall rounj sticks of wood 
the shape of a lead pencil, cut six pieces 
each 144 inches in length (a). These are 
to be fastened to the bottom of the box, 
inside, and on which the spools will turn. 
Glue them in place, and make them per- 
fectly secure by driving small brads into 
them from the bottom of the DOx. 

On the outside of the box, opposite 
each spool, bore a fine hole, half way 
from the bottom, on both the front and 
pack of the box. With the spools in 
place, unwind and *pass each end of 
thread through the small hole opposite. 
The box may be decora‘ed elaborately or 
simply varnished, but in either case paste 
the labels from the spools around each 
of the thread holes on the outside, so 
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that the size will be jindicated—20, WO, cte. 
On the ‘nside of the cover little pockets 
made of fancy goods may be attached in 
which to place packages of needles.

_ed for recording all the main sénsations 
to which the human system is subject and 
‘which will doubtless sooner or hater lead 
to a combination of results which will, if 
it does not reveal al] the inner workings 
of the mind, certainly lay those 
over which the physica] organs have con- 
trol. And just how far the connection 
botween the psychic and physical func 
tions are co-ordinate is one of the ques- 
tions at the present time lying upon the 
borderland of science which 
sidered debateable ground. 

Just as the barometer reveals meteoro- 
logical conditions and the thermometer 
those of the temperature of the atmos. 
phere the perfected anthroposophic in- 
strument of the future will be the index 
to the psycho-physical organization.
